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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Weissman (6.309,091) and further in view of Lemme (4,513,358) and in further view of 
Winters et al (2,869,690). 

3. Weissman discloses the claimed invention except for the recitation of the plurality 
of vertical members (28a, 28b) extending from four corners of the top and a four-corner 
post extending downwards. Weissman discloses a base having a top end, a plurality of 
vertical framing members extending in rings a resting seat at the top of the end base 
and a horizontal connector member connecting the top end of the framing members 
(31), a resting seat at the top end of the base (19), a light transmitting tube slidingly 
carried over the vertical framing members and horizontal connector member, one or 
more louver members having central openings therein (30), the open louver members 
slidingly carried over the light transmitting tube and supported by the resting seat; a 
closed lover member slidingly carried over the light transmitting tube and supported by 
the resting seat (col. 3 lines 32-45); a fastening arrangement for securing the light 
transmitting tube and the lover members to the base assembly(fig 1). the open and 
closed louver members form a vertically stacked layer of louver members surrounding 
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the light transmitting tube with the corner posts maintaining open areas within the 
vertically stacked layer of louver members thereby allowing transmission of light from 
the light fixture through the windows the light transmitting tube and the open areas In 
the vertically stacked layer of louver members. Lemme discloses open a closable louver 
members on a plane surface. Winters discloses a four-corner post extending 
downwardly from a light pole. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to implement the teaching of Lemme's louver 
members on a plane surface in the device of Weissman for the purpose of providing a 
multiple planed louver surface system as opposed to Weissmans circularly louvered 
system for the purpose of providing a louvered lighting system that emits light in a 
reinforced structural housing, furthermore the implementation of Winter's four cornered 
post would purposeful for providing a post with greater structural integrity in the device 
of Weissman.

4. Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in Independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
